IN TELLING a high school student 
about Auburn, are you really—in the 
words of the Auburn Alumni Associa- 
tion constitution—“promoting the wel- 
fare of the State of Alabama and of the 


Alabama Polytechnic Institute’’?

“To promote the welfare of the 
State of Alabama and of the Alabama 
Poiytechnic Institute; to foster mut- 
ually beneficial relationships between 
the institute and its alumni; to foster 
and encourage services to the State of 
_Alabama through enlarged educational 
enterprises, programs and services of 


the Alabama Polytechnic Institute.” . 


Point out advantages 


BY encouraging students to attend col- 
lege, you are rendering the State of 
Alabama a vital service. You, as one who 
has already found out what a college 
education can mean, can be most effec- 
tive in pointing out the advantages of 
proper training and education in today’s 
world, 

The complexity of our modern society 
and the shifting emphasis from manual 
labor to mental labor have made a col« 
lege education increasingly important in 
recent years. Enrollment figures show 


that more and more young people are 
realizing the value of a college educa- 
tion. But many still do not. 

Studies have shown that high living 
Standards and high levels of education 
£o together. The typical college grad- 
Uate, surveys reveal, at 50 years of age 
earns two and two-thirds times the 
average wages of all workers. In addi- 
tion to the evident economic benefits, a 
college education equips its possessor 
With the standards and values which 
make life more rewarding. 

Yet Alabama today faces a serious 
Shortage of college-trained citizens. 
The facts are these: The United States 
has 60 college graduates among each 
1,000 adults. Alabama has 36 college 
1,000 adults. 


This means Alabama has only 60 per 


Graduates among each 


cent as many college graduates in its 
adult population as the United States 


as a whole. 


More students today 


ALABAMA has made progress, espec- 
jally from pre-war years. Figures show 
that college enrollments in the state 
have increased 903 per cent since 1900. 
Even these increases are not sufficient 


to lift Alabama’s ratio of college-trained 


adults to the level of the national aver- 
age.

lates in the adult population 
of Alabama, the state actually provides 
A college education for only 65 per cent 
8S many youth as the average state. 
While one out of every six college-age 
youth was studying in an Alabama col- 
lege in 1950, the national average was

A study by Alabama's state support- 
d colleges shows that Alabama should 
have 50 per cent more young-people in

Many cheat themselves 


WHO ARE the youth in the college-age 
group that Alabama's institutions are 
missing? 


They are the students with good (or 
outstanding) scholarship records, who 
“just haven’t thought about college” be- 
cause they were offered jobs after high 
school graduation. 


They are the high school students with 
special aptitudes who “can’t afford to go 


; 


to college,” and who have not heard of 


Auburn’s co-op plans. 


They are the future leaders of Ala- 
bama’s industry, agriculture, business, 
schools and ¢ommunity life who will 
cheat both themselves and their state 
because they stayed at home when they 
“didn’t know what course they should 
take.” 


Students need guidance 


THESE qualified students need to be in- 
formed about the importance of a col- 
lege education. They may need encour- 
agement and guidance in selecting the 
college which offers the training best 
suited to their abilities. 


For these students who have not yet 
decided upon a career, the API Stu- 
dent Guidance Service may be called 
upon for help. Trained counselors will 
give tests to reveal skills, aptitudes 


and interests. They will give high 
school students—and college students, 
too—information on job opportunities 
and requirements, so the students can 
make wise choices. 

This service is available to any high 
school senior who can come to the cam- 
pus for an interview. Information may 
be obtained and appointments for con- 
sultation may be made by writing di-
